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A Deplorable Attitude 


TT is diffk’tilt to unde 1* *81 at id the 
" reluctance of Western leaders to 
attend the fo!*thcominK session of the 
United Nations General Asserhhly, 
seemingly quite willing to let Soviet 
Premier Khioishchev steal the lime- 
light. 

The Russian leader’s invitation to 
beads of all UN member nations to 
attentfThe session to turn it into a 
sort of grand summit convention has 
been eagerly accepted hy such im¬ 
portant Afro-Asian countries as 
India, Pakistan. Kgypt, Ghana and 
Indonesia. Indications are that 
F’remicr Tito of Yugoslavia and Dr. 
Castro of Cuba will also attend. . 

A quick analysis of these coun¬ 
tries alone should persuade the West 
to do something to counteract the 
obvious Soviet propaganda gambit. 
Of the Afro-Asian nations listed «nly 
Pakistan stands apart from the other 
traditional cold war fence-sitters. The 
others have all received vast econ¬ 


omic assistance .from the Western 
[fowers but are all under Sdvlet in- 
tluence to some degree. They could 
go either way at any time. 

As for Yugoslavia, although its 
relailoiu with the Soviet Union are 
strained, it still remains a Communist 
ration, while (\;bn .stands in the 
caU^qp’ of a fellow-traveller. 

It is ut)viou.s that the loaders Of 
these countries are comirtg to the 
I nited Nations to hear something. 
The thing that they hear could per¬ 
suade them to change course. 

The danger, of course, is that they 
will hear only the Russian side of the 
argument, for all the Western leadei*?! 
—apart fiom President Eisenhower 
—will be sitting safely and comfort¬ 
ably at home. 

This attitude, whether it be ore 
of fear or indifference, must he de- 
ploi*ed. Through it Western influence 
and unity will suffer. 


Helpful But Modest 


'TTIE plans outlined by Transport 
^ Minister Hees for patrol nitters 
on both coasts are timely and wel¬ 
come. but their effeoCshould not be 
magnified. This does not mean a coa.st 
guard service like that of the U.S.A., 
for instance. The latter is a force 
comparable to a branch of the armed 
forces, something Canada cannot 
afford. 

The new cutters will be designed 
primarily for extension of the pre.sent 
air-sea rescue system. They’ will not 
be armed nor will they substitute for 
RCMP marinooperations in any way. 
Their role is to add to the prevention 
of marine accidents by patrolling 


waters where pleasure boats and 
other craft are sailing. 

In a general .sense of course they 
will complement the safety picture 
and be of value in all emergencies, 
sc that their addition to the present 
co-ordinated rescue system will be 
helpful. If as indicated a new' weather 
radar set-up is also found practicable 
so much to the good. 

As a fillip to the local shipbuilding 
industry’ however the effect will be 
modest. At most only two of the pro¬ 
posed .six cutters would be built on 
this coa.st. and the vessels will not be 
large. Nevertheless every little order 
helps to keep shipwrights at work. 


Safety in the Crosswalks 


'pNLTlING the first two days of the 
^ ' new’ school year the police in 
Calgary issued 31 summonses and 83 
waimlngs to motorists who failed to 
heed the speed limits in school zones; 
and the Calgary’ Albertan notes with 
approval that these figures are con¬ 
siderably lower than in the corres¬ 
ponding period last year. 

From this it would appear that 
either Victoria’s drivers are better 
and more considerate than Calgary’s, 
which is doubtful, or that the local 
system of control is muclr more 
effective. Prosecutions of that sort 
have become a rarity hei*e, because 
there is no need for them. 

As a matter of fact a child in 
Greater Victoria can be a lot safer 
in a .school crossing than in his own 
home or at play outside. Endangering 
young podestrains just isn’t done. 

Difficult or exasperating as some 
of them may bo elsewhere, Victoria 
motorists in the vicinity- of school 
crossings are models of courtesy, and 
the district’s safety record in that 


respect is exemplary’. Parents may 
see toddlers off to school confident in 
the know’ledge that no harm will 
come to them when using the desig¬ 
nated crosswalks. ‘ 

Some of the erg^it for this be¬ 
longs to the motorists themselves. 
Most of it goes to the junior safety 
patrol sy.stem under which little hoy.s 
and giris exercise with the backing 
ot law the powers of police offifei*s 
to regulate traffic. Some goes also to 
the authorities for scrapping the old 
restricted-speed school zones in favor 
of the stop-when-occupied crosswalk 
system. That wise action has had 
the effect of improving the flow of 
traffic espet’ially during the houi*s 
when children are in school, and, 
contradictory as it may seem, of 
making the crossings safer for 
childi'en. 

VTctoria’s motorists in general 
may have a lot to learn about big- 
city practices and driving on’Ex¬ 
press highw’ays; but the city can be 
proud of them where children are 
concerned. 


Continuing Liability 


TT looks as though the dissident 
Sons of Freedom will always be 
with us. Word comes from Mr. 
Stefan Sorokin, the spiritual leader 
who camg.back recontly from South 
America—to which he had gone eight 
years ago ostensibly to find a new 
home for his people—that he doubts 
W'herhor the sect will ever leave B.C. 

The doubts a;*e warranted. One 
is forced to the conclusion the Sons 
never intended to leave here, and that 
all previous overtures towards de¬ 
parture were merely lo much pre¬ 
tence. There a!*e few places wherein 
their burnings, terrorism and dis¬ 
obedience would have been tolerated 
for so long as in this province. 

Even the flirting with the Soviets 


had a suspect ring, backed as It was 
by the generous offer^by Canada to 
pay their way to Russia if they 
wanted to go there. There was 
never reality to this intention of a 
return to their original homeland.^ 
Nor did the U.S.S.R. seem anxious' 
for their company, for w hich perhaps 
the Sv)ns should be thankful. One 
Soviet railway line blown up and that 
would have been the end of the Sons 
of Freedom. 

This .sect is .something which ap¬ 
parently B.C. will have to go on living 
with. The hope must be that as 
young<'r membei's of the Sons grow 
up they will break away from tribal 
influences and become in .spirit what 
they are by .birth, Canadian citizens.

The Keenleyside causticity fol¬ 
lowed months in which Dr. Keenley- 
side had no jeaetion whatsoever from 
the Canadian Manufacturers' Associa¬ 
tion and the Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce to the “Keenleyside Plan” 
to split the North American motor 
vehicjli* market betw-een car mmu- 
faeturers in Canada and the United 
States. 

Keenleyside accu.«es the country 's 
industrial leaders of being in a mental 
rut. With their high costs pricing 
their products oiU of foreign market.s, 
and in some ca.ses out of the domestic 
market as well, they have proposed 
remedial action that has^ rarely gone 
beyond the unimaginative suggestions 
of employi'e wage cuts and increased 
tariff protection. 

“It s very tjresome" Dr. K<»enley- 
aide told me while 1 was in V’Ictoria 
the other day. “Our business com¬ 
munity is not very soph i.stieated not 
nearly as .sophisticated as those in the 
United States and Britain.” 


The Keenleyside plan zeroed 
on the auto industry, hut applicable 
to other selected industries as well - 
calls for the abolition of ('anadian 
tariffs on U.S, motor vehicles, and 
vice- versa, and the division of the 
market north of the Rio Grande be.

Under this plan. Windsor. Oshawa

Keenleyside admits his idea is not 
originah It was discussed but not 
acted upon in 1943, when Canadian 
and American war production plan¬ 
ners were considering how wartime 
production co-operation might ad¬ 
vantageously be extended Into the 
post-war era by Uie auto industries 
of both countries. Indeed, the plan 
has bt'en in limited operation in the 
farm implement industry for some 
time, having developed almost natu¬ 
rally' from the fact that neither 
country Imfxises tariffs on farm 
machinery. Thus .Mas.sey-E'erguson 
is able to make all its ('ombines in 
Canada, for .sale in both countries, 
and all it.s tiactors in the U.S.

In spite of the indifference of irir 
dustrialists. aside from the farm im¬ 
plement people, the plan is now being 
re studied and re as.se.ssed by Prof. V. 
W. Bladen, the noted economist of 
the University of Toionto, whom 
Prime .Minister Diefenbaker appoint^xl 
as a pne-man royal commi.ssion to 
investigate the ills of the auto in¬ 
dustry and propose cutes. Dean 
Bl.ideti recently wrote Dr. Keenley¬ 
side to get details. 

The auto industry, the rountry'.s 
fourth largest, exported 40 per cent 
of its production 15 years ago. and 
the (-ompetition of imported cars was 
negligible. Now it exports 5 per 
cent, and small European cars have 
taken 24 per cent of the home market. 

The Canadian industry ha.s always 
Wen uneconomic, requiring tariff pro¬ 
tection and sharply higher prices than 
those prevailing in the 11..^. because 
of the limited Canadian market. The 
Keenleyside plan would give it a 
large market for fewer models. The 
Industry could then rompete better 
■with E!urcpean impoits. and we'd all 
get our cars several hundied dollars 
cheaper.

Kennedy 
is di.scovering in this, his first, 
nationwide campaign for the candi¬ 
date the qiies4ion Ls. in any event, 
academic. He is under tremendous 
pressure to go here, there and every¬ 
where.

If the candidate savs no. that his 
vo<'al cord.s. his right hand, hi* legs, 
*imply cannot endure any more ha 
may alienate the party fSithful, who 
will sit it out rather than get out 
the vote. That is the threat con- 
atantly held over the hapless individ¬ 
ual who must try to maintain some 
’calm and common sense at the eye 
of the storm. 

But Kennedy's voice, which he has 
not yet learned lo project properly, 
is in need of a rest. Speaking five 
or six times a day and holding forth 
to local politicians in between would 
pul a strain on the vocal cords and 
the lungs of a carnival barker. To 
pour it out seven days a week is to 
risk sounding mechanical and forced, 
with nothing but the .same old cliches 
to utter. 

The candidate knows this and yel, 
in what is obviously to be a fiercely 
fought contest, it is hard to resist 
the pressures. P<Mhap.s Podunkville 
can mean the difference between 
winning or losing an election that 
Nixon and^ others have said vv ill. be 
the closest in this century. E'or the 
candidate it must be a haunting 
thought when he has finally shaken 
, the last hand and shut himself away 
fol^ a brief respite of sleep and 
contemplation.

Yet Kennedy.' w ho has a large 
order of political know how and In¬ 
tuition. is surely aware that a great

Ife arrives 
at the airport where the local politi¬ 
cos have worked hard lo get a wel¬ 
coming crowd of party dignitaries 
and ardent partisans. lOn the cur¬ 
rent lour, perhaps because it is early 
In the campaign, these effort.s have 
not been too successful, i Then, sit¬ 
ting on the back of an open car. he 
drives into the centre of town where 
a crowd has t^en assembled.

Inevitably, he must wonder If It 
i.s only to the party faithful the 
regulars and the converts to whom . 
. he has been speaking, and in all 
probability nine-tenths of the time he 
will be right about this surmise. In 
the era of television, which brings 
the candidate into the home, it has 
become increasingly difficult to get 
people out to an old fashioijed politi¬ 
cal rally. And this is particularly 
true when the proceedings are to he 
televised. The ordinary citizen will 
think twice befoie he drives (o the 
centre of town, finds a place to park. 
w;alks two or three blocks to the hall 
and then gets in a traffic jam going 
home.

Because of the enormous distrac¬ 
tions of iek>vision. rateimg lo an 
audience with a span of attention 
computed at three minutes at the 
most and Increasingly fed on violence 
and sen.sation. even a presidential can¬ 
didate in. an eIe<*tion conceded to be 
as important as any in fhr pa.st 
century finds it hard to get the public 
attention.
